It will be built 
in front of the old hospital at 
5400 Arsenal street. 

The Siate Legislature last 
spring appropriated $5,200,000 
from building bond funds for the 
new structure. The remainder 
of the appropriation will be 
spent for equipment. 

One Story Eliminated. 

Original plans called for a 
four-story building, but one story 
was eliminated after bids re- 
ceived last month made it clear 
that plans would have to be 


modified to stay within the ap- | 


propriation. 

The Paulus Co. bid was the 
lowest of six received. Other 
bidders, all St. Louis firms, were 
Alport Construction Co., Lecou- 
tour Construction Co., McCarthy 
Bros. Construction Co., Millstone 


Construction Co. and Swan Con-' 


struction Co. 

The plans were drawn by Mar- 
cel Boulicault, a St. Louis archi- 
tect. 

The first floor of the new 
building will be used for admin- 

' istration. The second floor will 
have 100 beds for general medi- 
cine and surgery and the third 
will provide a 75-bed intensive

Herter and Lodge Confer. 

Secretary of State Christian A.

Senator Thurmond As-

WASHINGTON, Sept. 5 (AP)— 
The first report of the Commis- 
sion on Civil Rights has kicked 
off a controversy several days 
before its scheduled release. 

A Southern Senator 
the report yesterday as vicious, 
obnoxious, outright dictatorship 
and a “rape” of the rights of 
the states and the people. A 
Northern Senator viewed the 
commission’s recommendations 
as moderate. 

’ The report, the first by the six- 
man commission since it was set 
up in 1957, is not to be pub- 
lished until Tuesday. However, 
advance copies of parts of it are 
‘circulating in the Senate. 

** Senator Kenneth B. Keating 
(Rep.), New York, defended the 
Teport as “a balanced, well- 
documented analysis of the legal 
and moral problems in the way 
‘of realizing equality under the 
law.” He said “the commis- 
sion’s recommendation for the 
most part are very moderate.” 

Senator Strom Thurmond 

(Dem)., South Carolina, said if 
the report’s recommendations 
were followed it would mean a 
“further rape of the states and 
the people” by the Federal Gov- 
ernment. 
- Thurmond disclosed that one 
proposal “would substitute a fed- 
éral registrar to determine who 
is eligible to vote under state 
laws and to dictate registration 
lists to the state registration of- 
ficials.” 

“Three of the commissioners,” 
he added, “have the audacity to 
propose that the Constitution be 
amended to allow the Federal 
Government rather than the 
states to decide who should vote. 
‘This could well be called a pro- 
posal for outright dictatorship.” 

“The most obnoxious and 
vicious proposals do not even 
carry the support of a majority 


of the commissioners,” Thur- 
mond said. 
.. There have been growing signs 


that Senate leaders are dropping 
the idea of fighting for a civil 
rights bill before adjournment, 
except for a simple extension of 
the life’ of the Commission, 
which would otherwise expire in 
two months. 
_. The bitterness of the Southern 
reaction to the advance copiés 
may foreshadow a long and 
angry fight over even that much 
in the way of civil rights.
